as this section of the world is con- 
cerned, its place as a modegn wonder 
of science and became a prosaic addi- 
tion to twentieth century transporta- 
tion.

SELECTED STUDENTS WILL GO TO, NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL 


To Take Course in Economics 


Between 35 and 40 selected girl in- 
dustrial workers in the southeast are 
preparing to desert their trades and 
go to the western -North Carolina 
mountains early in July, where they 
will learn the why and wherefore of 


social progress in industry. 

Experts in the art of industrial eco- 
nomics have been engaged to conduct 
classes and conferences at the fourth 
annual term of the Southern Summer 
School for Women Workers in Indus- 
try, to be held at Arden, N. C., July 
10 to August 22, Miss Mary C. Bar- 
ker, chairman of the school’s central 
committee, announced here Saturday. 
_ The school is one of four of its Rind 
in the United States. The others are 
at Bryn Mawr College; Barnard Col- 
lege and the University of Wisconsin. 
The southern school was organized in 
1927 at Sweet Briar. Va., and the 
next two sessions held at (Carolina 
New College, Burnsville, N. C. Re- 
moval to Christ School for Boys, at 
Arden, was made necessary by the 
suspension of the Burnsville school. 
_ The committee controling the school 
is composed of Miss Barker, chair- 
man; Mrs. Dexter Otey, Lynchburg, 
Va.; Miss Rosa Holland, East Mar- 
ion, N. C.; Miss Ontee Bell, San An- 
tonio, Texas: Miss Alice Carmichael, 
Lynchburg; Miss Catherine Howard, 
High Point, N. C.: Dr. Lois MacDon- 
ald. Winnsboro, N. C.; Miss Nora 
McManus, Macon; Ga.; Dr. Broadus 
Mitchell. Baltimore and Miss Mar- 
garet Wall, Lynchburg. 

Miss Barker said early prospects 
are bright for the 1930 session to 
eclipse all others in interest and size.

Requirements are 
that they shall be from 18 to 35 years 
old, with at least sixth grade schoot- 
ing, and workers in industry for the 
last two years.

Bert M. Gatling, Raleigh postmaster 
under Wilson—and who, by the way, 
‘owed his appointment more to Bailey 
‘than to any other single influence— 
charges that the faction headed by 
William B. Jones, Smith's preconven- 
tion manager in 1928, now supporting 
Bailey, brought about the registration 
of the negroes as democrats. . Gatling 
and Simmons have both charged that 
all southern negroes are republicans 
and should be barred from the pri- 
maries. Josephus Daniels, editor of 
the Raleigh News and Observer and 
war-time secretary of the Navy, has 
called on election officials to purge 
the lists of the negroes. 

Mr. Jones, .who denies that the 
negroes have been registered so that 
they may vote for Bailey, says that 
in one Raleigh ward negroes have al- 
ways voted in municipal and Novem- 
ber elections and that there is no 
more increase this year than that rela- 
tively recorded among the whites. The 
registration in some counties has been 
new and all over the state has been 
abnormally heavy. Both sides claim 
that this is an advantage to their 
candidate. '

the New England states and in Penn- 
sylvania, which he said varied in 
different sections. He said the dry 
laws were the result of increased 
speed in production. 

_“As the lives of the citizens of each 
state expanded under increased bene- 
fits of industrial prosperity,” Doran 
said, “the laws controlling liquor be- 
came more stringent. 4 

“The eighteenth amendment had its 
origin in a discovery by the people of 
the necessity for the control and aboli- 
tion of the liquor traffic.” 

Doran said that for a year after 
the national dry law went into ef- 
fect there was no marked disposition 
to violate it. . 
“Slowly some non-law-abiding citi- 
zens made furtive attempts to violate 
it,” he continued, “and found that it 
could be violated with apparent im- 
munity.”’ 
This, the commissioner said, was 
due to lack of preparedness on the 
part of the government to take over 
such a huge task as enforcing the 
law and failure of state officials to 
grasp the opportunity “opened to them 
under the concurrent power clause of 
the eighteenth amendment.”

NEW Y RK, May 31.—News of 
Bobby Jones’ victory in the British 
amateur golf championship brought 
pleasure to many New Yorkers, but 
all the joy of the others combined 
could not equal the unadulterated en- 
thusiasm of one little Scot. 

Stewart Maiden, the champion’s 
first and only golf teacher, choked up 
with emotion when he was informed 
that his star pupil really had won 
the one title he needed to complete his 
collection. 

“I am glad,” said Maiden, who has a 
golf school in New York. “I am more 
than glad. There are no words for me 
to use to tell how pleased I am.” 

“Of course I expected him to win, 
and after he got in the final at 36 
holes I felt confident, but one never 
knows what will happen in golf. He's 
the greatest golfer in the world, but 
he had some narrow escapes in the 
week’s play.

ST. ANDREWS, Scotland, May 31.—-(UN)—The world of golf no 
longer holds a major title beyond the grasp of Bobby Jones. 

The stalwart Atlantan today attained the one championship of im- 
portance which previously had eluded him, winning the British amateur 


crown by defeating Roger Wethered, 


former title holder, in a one-sided 


36-hole final match, 7 up and 6 to play. 


It was all Jones today after an even, 
start over the first nine holes, which 


raised British hopes high for a while. 
Breaking par over the historic “Old 
Course” by two strokes in the morn- 
ing, Bobby acquired a commanding 
lead which Wethered never had a 
chance to overcome. 

GALLERY GOES WILD. 

So magnificently did Jones achieve 
this last, long-gought triumph that 
when his winning putt went down 
the enthusiasm of the Scots in the 
tremendous gallery of some 12,000 got 
beyond control, and,there were riot- 
ous scenes as men ahd women fought 
and trampled on each other to get 
near the new champion. Wethered, a 
British amateur champion | himself 
back in 1923, fought courageously to 
keep within striking distance of Jones, 
but:the task avag too great. On only 
two holes out of the 30 that com- 
pleted the match did Bobby drop a 
stroke to par. The Atlantan did not 
go out for many birdies, bagging only 
four, but he kept shooting par until 
his opponent cracked. 

“J did my best, I just wasn’t 
good enough. There goes a real 
champion of golf,” said Wethered 
as Jones was swept away by the 
throng, with police and his friends 
battling d tely to keep him 
whole to en his new honors. 
Then Colonel Skene, captain of the 

Royal and Ancient, presented - Bobby 
with the eup. and Bobby ducked his 
head and smiled'and made his little 
speech : - )

Atlanta, from where Bobby Jones

The pent-up excitement of a week 
broke loose when the news was flashed 
throughout the city.

William Thompson, fleet 
manager, and hundreds of experimen- 
tal tires ship from the factory at 
Detroit had been put through tests 
ranging from a few hundred miles to 
many thousands. 

The drivers’ families each year ac- 
company the cars to Phoenix in the 
fall, reside here during the winter, 
and return north with the fleet in 
the spring, living for the remainder 
of the year in Detroit, where the base 
of summer operations is at the Unit- 
ed States tire plant, so that results 
may be studied close at hand. 

The fleet consists of standard 
American makes of cars representing 
every weight and price range. Cars 
are replaced on an average of every 
twlve months, and at the time of 
their replacement will have had 100,- 
000 miles or more on the speedometer, 
Mr. Thompson said.

FRENCH LICK, Ind., May 31.— 
Two venerable Hupmobiles which 
were displayed at the annual spring 
meeting of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers are creating an unusual 
amount of interest among the guests 
and citizens of this resort. 

_One of these’cars is a 1909 Hupmo- 
bile roadster—the first car to be used 
by the Detroit police department. The 
other is a 1910 phaeton which was 
the first automobile to make a trip 
avound the world. The two cars are 
in charge of Thomas J. Hanlon of the 
factory service department. Hanlon 
was one of the two drivers on the 
‘round the world trip. 

The roadster bears serial number 
176. It was used to patrol Detroit's 
parks and boulevards and to transport 
police officials about the city. Like 
other cars of its time, it is cranked 
by hand and has oil side lights and 
gas head lamps. Its record included 
217 arrests of “reckless speeders in 
four and one-half months,” more than 
10,000 miles in Detroit’s police serv- 
ice, during which it averaged better 
than 20 miles to the gallon. This car 
was sold by the city of Detroit to 
the Marine City, Mich., police depart- 
ment and disappeared for a number 
of years, turning up in the hands of 
college students in the University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor. It was dis- 
covered there by a traveling represen- 
tative of the Hupp Motor Car Corp.

NEWEST REGENERS 
BEING. FEATURED 


Radio Show Opening Mon- 
day Gives First Public 
View of Changes. 


BY C. E. BUTTERFIELD, 
Associated Press Radio Editor. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 31. 
(/)—Improved tone quality, remote 
control tuning, elaborate cabinets and 
automobile receivers are some of the 
highlights which mark the new radio 
season just beginning. 

A behind the scenes in the 
laboratories of the country indicates 
that these points are to be given im- 
portant consideration in the displays 
of new apparatus to be unveiled at 
the annual trade show and conven- 
tion of the Radio Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. The show opens tomorrow 
and continues through Friday. 

Numerous features are planned for 
this year’s exhibition, including the 
first presentation of home television 


apparatus at a trade show. This dis- 


play is to include completed repro- 
ucers as well as kits for assembly by 
the experimentally inclined. ' 

More than 200 exhibitors are ex- 
pected to occupy 38,000 square feet 
of floor space pihageaenng > Fonsi 90 
year’s offerings from their laboratories 
which show that an eight-tube receiver 
is still considered to be the best for 
all-around reception. Tone Bae 
has been improved through changes 
in the design of dynamic speakers and 
amplifiers. 

Most manufacturers will include the 
screen grid tube in their models, three 
being the accepted average for the 
tuning section.

By Fred L. Holmes. This is not a 
guide book for the twentieth century 
American traveler, but the log book 
of a pilgrim to the Lincoln country. 
The foreword is by Glenn Frank, 
president of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, who among other things makes 
the following tomment: “I am, I con- 
fess, a little suspicious of a new book 
on Lincoln. It is ne easy matter to 
invade a field as fully plowed as the 
life of Lincoln has been plowed, yet 
despite this handicap of one of the 
devoted Lincolnians, and without pre- 
tense of presenting a sober monograph 
on newly discovered Lincolniana, Mr. 
Holmes has produced a volume that is 
at once unique and useful.” 


The critics say that this is not A 
biography. ‘This is not a guidebook. 
This may be true and yet, when the 
reader starts at Hodgenville, the birth- 
place shrine of Lincoln, on the Dixie 
highway, which is as “black and

CONSTITUTION REFORM. 
The reported prevalence of a sen- 
timent among members of the Geor- 


gia Bar Association in favor of the 
holding of a convention to revise 
and modernize the practically effete 
constitution of the state is encour- 
aging. It ought to be plain now, 
from the experiences of the present 
genration, that the dead hands of 
1877 should be taken off the 
throats of the people. 


It has become painfully apparent 
to every clear thinker in the state 
that no substantial governmental re- 
forms can be achieved under the 


limitations and prohibitions of a 
constitution framed in an era of 
different circumstances than those 
in which we now live. It is no im- 
peachment of the wisdom and pa- 
triotism of the constitution-makers 
of 1877 to say that they. could not 
then envision our era and make an 
iron-bound charter that would ade- 
quately serve our new conditions 
and needs. 


There is no class of men in Geor- 
gia who have better opportunities 
and influence to persuade the peo- 


ple to reform the constitution than 
the lawyers of the state who are 
in constant conference with the gen- 
eral citizenship. They have to deal 
with the intricacies, contradictions 
and hampers in the present patched- 
up constitution,and can clearly ex- 
plain the necessity for a more mod- 
ern and workable charter. 


The constitution gives the gen- 
eral assembly full power to convene 
a constitutional convention without 
the cost and agitations of a refer- 
endum, leaving it to the people to 
approve or reject the work of the 
convention when contpleted and 
submitted. That is’ fair and demo- 
cratic all the way through. 


FEDERAL POLICE CASES. 


If congress should enact the bill 
to define the line between federai 
felonies and misdemeanors with re- 
mission of the trial of the latter to 
United States court commissioners,

When they began to oc- 
cupy the latter the Californians got 
up on their hind legs and began to 
fight the invasion of Japanese la- 
borers. Mr. Roosevelt made a gentle- 
man’s agreement in 1907, under which 
the Japanese government agreed to 
keep its laborers from emigrating to 
California. This was a typical Roose- 
velt discrimination in favor of Japan. 
oe other céduntry had the same privi- 
ege. 

The Californians did not like the 
arrangement and accused the Japan- 


ese of abusing it. They passed a num- 
ber of restrictive laws and finally suc- 
ceeded in gétting into the immigra- 
tion act of 1924 a clause excluding 
the Japanese entirely. 

They were unexpectedly assisted in 
this by a letter from Ambassador 
Hanihara to, Secretary Hughes, in 
which he spoke of the “grave conse- 
quences” which would follow the pas- 
sage of such an act. ngress con- 
strued this as a threat and promptly 

ssed the law. The Japanese am- 

dor suffered the “grave conse- 
quences” and was retired from the 
diplomatic service. , 

Japan has always considered the act 
of 1924 as an insult to her national 
dignity. As one of ¢he great powers 
she has insisted on being treated on 
an equal footing with the powers of 
Europe. ac number of Jap- 
anese immigrants is a minor matter, 
as only a few hundred a year are 
involved either way.

Child Education

Dr. Goodrich White, of Emory Uni- 
versity, addressed the Woman’s Coun- 
eil of the First Christian church Wed- 
nesday afternoon, May 28, in their 
monthly educational meeting. Dr. 
White spoke on religious education 
of the child, showing the importance 
of helping the child to get control of 
his powers, especially the emotions 
which play such a large part in life 
and which if developed and brought 
under control in childhood will mean 
a fuller and richer life. The women 
appreciated the views of this modern 
educator. Many mothers of young chil- 
dren were in the audience, as well.as 
a number of the teachers in the Bible 
school.

It is undoubtedly true that “trade follows 
the dollar™—that is, that foreigri invest-

Just at present, the state of business 
is not such as to encourage large security 
flotations; but this is a passing phase. Eu- 
rope will continue to need American capital, 
and America will continue to look to Europe 
as a field for investment and as a market 
for its products. In the very near future we 
are likely to witness a considerable move- 
ment of capital with the opening of the 


- new Bank for International Settlements. 


This will take the form of an issue of about 
$200,000,000 in reparation annuity bonds, 
with a probable further issye of some $100,- 


- 000,000 for the benefit of Germany. 


These conditions will, in course of time, 


bring about a revival in our foreign trade, 


with benefits that will be apparent through- 
out our economic fabric. But they will re- 
quire time to assert themselves. Just as 


- the decline in American loans to foreign 
‘eountries was followed only gradually by 


a decrease in our export trade, so the 


. restoration of more normal and favorable 


financial conditions will be slow in produc- 
ing a revival in our shipments of goods 
abroad. 

These financial conditions, which are 
almost world-wide in their application, are 
accompanied by a variety of complications 
int many countries that. ordinarily provide 
important markets for American goods. 
Several nations have recently conducted ex- 
periments in price control for their leading 
products, with most unfortunate results. In 
England, financial] stebility has been main- 
tained, but apparently at the cost of in- 
dustrial depression. Italy has also been 
struggling with the problems imposed by 
currency stabilization. Germany, which has 
depended more largely on American capital 
than any other European country, has re- 
cently encountered serious financial dif- 
ficulties. 

Brazil has been depressed by the decline 
in the price of coffee and the doubt that 
has arisen as to the future success of the 
governmentally sponsored defense program. 
Cuba has been similarly affected by the 
sugar situation. Argentina, concerned by 
the trend of her foreign trade and by large 
gold exports, closet the Caja de Conver- 
sion, the Argentine gold conver- 
sion office. Australia is eontend-

eign trade will continue to re- 


spond to the influences making 
for expansion. ~ 
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It must be recognized that the 
process whereby we have main- 
tained our export trade balance 
in commodities in recent years 
cannot be continued indefinitely. 
We have been passing through an 
abnormal period which appears 
to be drawing to a close. We 
have just seen that the interest 
on our loans abroad has already 
increased to a point where it rep- 
resents a large export item in 
our balance of payments. Last 
year it was not much smaller 
than our surplus of commodity 
exports. Every new foreign is- 
sue floated in this country tem- 
porarily stimulates our export 
trade, but ultimately it must in- 
crease the pressure upon us to 
receive foreign goods and serv- 
ices in payment of the interest 
due to us; and unless we can find 
@ way to admit such goods and

Civil War Days in Georgia °: 


From the ramparts

Bali HEN O. M. Poe signed his name 
4 , and gave his rank as “Capt., Corps 

“i - of Engineers, Chief Engineer Mii. 
“eres Div. Miss.,” he was not only writ- 
ing the name of a celebrated personage, to 
whom he was related, but he was also re- 
cording an unprecedented official status in 
the United States army. Here was a mere 
captain of engineers functioning as chief 
engineer of Sherman's army in Georgia. It 
was all due to a political scramble for offi- 
cial appointments, and Poe, who had been 
nominated brigadier general for meritorious 
service in Virginia, found himself not even 
a colonel, which office he had resigned. 


Sherman not only had a collossal con- 
tempt for such political chicanery, but ne 
possessed the ability to recognize merit 
wherever he saw it, so Captain Poe became 
his chief engineer. 

Thus it was that on the 2d of September, 
1864, when the troops of the 26th Corps 
marched in on Marietta street from ihe 
environs of Bolton, and took over the city 
after its formal surrender by Major Cal- 
houn, Captain Poe began his duties, as chief 
engineer, to inspect the nature and condi- 
tion of the Atlanta fortifications with the 
view of adapting them to the occupancy of 
the federal army. The victorious troops, 
those first to enter via Marietta street, were 
amazed to see the tremendous fortifications 
extending across their path, and making a 
salient angle in the encircling line about 
the city.

years of age, when Petersburg and Atlanta 
fortifications were built. The Napoleonic 
influence was still paramount in their de- 


sign, for at both Petersburg and Atlanta! 


we find the bags of earth, the bristling che- 
yaux de frise, the revetted earth banks with 
artillery embrasures, and the board plat- 
forms for the heavy guns. It is interesting 
to compare the Confederate defense works 
at Kenesaw with those at Atlanta. At the 
former place, what with haste and expedi- 
ency, the revetments were tree trunks; saw- 
mills were not available, and the pioneer 
with the ax was both architect and builder. 


The Atlanta fortifications were planned and 
constructed far ahead of the time when 
they became of actual use. Engineer L. P. 
Grant, who designed them, dated his plans 
April 12, 1864, and the first federa] shell 
screamed its way over the ramparts not 
until July 22. The revetments were prod- 
ucts of adjacent sawmills: we can imagine 
all available lumber yards commandeered, 
both of accumulated stock and of produc- 
tion. Even frame dwellings were pulied 
down to line the earth walls and pave their 
approaches. Then the pick and shovel bri- 
gades were the impressed colored gentry otf 
the city and adjoining plantations, and what 
they wrought, with plenty of time, material 


us in that amazing series of photographs 
taken by George M. Barnard, chief photog- 
rapher, in Captain Poe's engineer corps. 
Before Poe altered a defense line, or moved 
any obstructing abattis, Barnard’s camera 
and portable dark room were busy at all 
points of interest along the six miles of 
encircling forts and rifle pits. 

Fort Wood was the chief bastion in the 
Confedetate defense line. It was on Ma- 
rietta street, where the present Bankhead 
highway ‘old Bellwood avenue) joins, and 
to the northward of this junction is a Iit- 
tle insignificant street, the houses of which 
cling to its borders from the top of the 
grade, having been left up there when the 
street was lowered to meet the new Ma- 
rietta street level. This is Fort Wood place, 
and it correctly marks the site of and pre- 
serves the name of the historic fort, 


That the fort was named for Wood in- 
stead of Johnston. is very well explained 
when its.date of incorporation in the line 
is ascertained. tor be it known that while 
most of the defense works were bullt in 
May or June, this huge fort did not become 
e salient in the line until July 22, when 
Wood and not Johnston commanded the 
Confederate army. The L. P. Grant plans

Near Fort Weod place and two blocks to- 
ward town, is Ponders avenue. This name 
is all that preserves the Jocality of that 
celebrated domicile, that, during the August 
days of 1864, became a martyr to the south- 
ern cause. It stood in the north angle of 
Ponders and Marietta, and fronted on the 
latter. Miss Sarah Huff remembers it as 
a large country estate on a hill, the ter- 


raced grounds being laid out in formal de-. 


sign with flowers and shrubbery. Boxwood 
trees figured much in the arboreal treat- 
ment, The Ponders family are seid to have 
been of English origin, and it is likely their 
estate followed the traditional English pre- 
scriptions.

If the no trump bidder has the hostile suit 
safely “stopped” twice, his bid is O. K. Or 
if he has a set-up no trump game, with 
only one sure stopper in the adverse suit, 
it is considered sound, for when he uses 
that one stopper to “get in,” he can sail 
along through a series of the necessary 
number of tricks. But, lacking one of these 
two situations, a suit bid is almost always 
the safest procedure.

‘ When Mrs. O’Brien had completed her 
confession and. signed it, the document was 
shown to Dorr and he was advised, for his 
own sake, to make. a full confession himself. 
He soon saw the wisdom of this. He ad- 
‘mitted that he had fired the shots but de- 
nied that the crime had been premeditated. 
In his trial, as we shall see, he held ¢hat 
the shooting was all-an accident. 

Unfortunately, police departments in this 
country are usually more than satisfied if 
they can exact a. confession from an ac- 
cused person. It is a practice with the po- 
lice and district attorneys to make -bar- 
gains with ‘their prisoners, the final result 
being that the state wins a conviction while 
the defendant beats the death penalty. This 
practice is by no means limited to any one 
section or city. 

Chicago, however, is regarded as the. 
worst offender in this respect. The electric 
chair there might just as well be in the 
Field museum. :

O’Brien’s father, and other relatives were 
also present.

Evidence. 

The ‘state first offered in evidence 
O’Brien’s- own statement, naming Dorr. 
The «defense objected strenuously, but the 
statement: was admitted.. Then police offi« 


cers testified as to the arrests, the discov- 


eries at the scene, the statements by Mrs. 
O’Brien and Dorr, and.the re-enactment of 
the crime by the two accused. Finally, the 
state offered in evidence the confession of 


“the woman. 


Naturally, the defense fought against this 
with all the- arguments they’ could find, for 
Mrs. O’Brien’s confession was an extremely 
damaging statement. But in the end this, 
too, was admitted 

When the state rested, things looked 
pretty black for Samuel Dorr. The evi- 
dence showing premeditation seemed rather 
overwhelming. 

He -admitted firing the shots, but said 
they were accidental. He had interceded 
between O’Brien and his wife as they quar- 
reled, he said, and while trying to make 
peacé, he had wrested th gun from O’Brien 
to make sure the other man would not 
shoot it. 

Then, while he was struggling to take the 
gun, it went off accidentally. They con- 
tinued to scuffle for possession of the weap- 
on, he said, and two more shots were fired. 
Accidentally? O, yes. 

This is more or less a standard story in 
such cases where there have been no eye- 
witnesses, but Dorr told it with all the ap- 
pearance of relating the absolute truth, as 
though it were something that had never 
happened to any one before, much less ever 
been told before. His manner was one of 
perfect poise. He was suave, cool, even 
cheerful. . 

He addressed the jurors with the stage 
presence of an experienced after-dinner 
speaker. It was as though the jury and 
the general public had gathered a wrong 
impression about what had happened, and 
he was clearing everything up. Of course, 
things had looked rather bad, but he had 
taken matters philosophically, like a good 
sport. He was sure the juror would under- 
stand. 

Chattily he told of the ideal relations ex- 
isting between him and O’Brien. between 
Mrs. Dorr and Mrs. O’Brien. Himself he 
pictured as an idealist, a peacemaker, anx- 
ious to see that the family life of his tenant 
and friend—meaning O’Brien—was as per- 
fect as his own. One gathered that he had 
even coached O’Brien in the role he himself 
had shone in—the role of perfect husband. 

The case went .to the jury January 18, 
Throngs waited in the courtroom and cor- 
ridors while the jury studied the evidence.

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x my O FAR this spring, the weather has 
Cale o been fairly good for the proper 
growth of roses. Roses that were 
—,-— Planted in February and the early 
part of April suffered a bit from the long 
dry spell that lasted for several weeks, but 
since that time there has been an abund- 
ance of water. This unusually wet weather 
has been quite a boon to the early worms 
and they have multiplied by the tens of 
thousands. “Hardly a day goes by that we 
do not hear about bugs on roses. 


The cultivation of roses is of the utmost 
importance. This is so very true in the 
case of the rose because of the immense 
quality of food that is necessary for their 
blooming. They are such prolific bloomers, 
and for each bloom that appears that much 
food the plant has taken from the soil. In 
order for the plant to be able to take this 
food from the ground the top of the ground 
should be loose and porous at all times. This 
not only aerates the soil, but also tends to 
hold the moisture. After each shower the 
rose beds should be cultivated. not deeply, 
but thoroughly. 

Not long ago we were reading an article 
about the care and cultivation of roses and 
the author used a phrase that has stuck 
in our minds. It was something like this: 
“T have observed that thorough cultivation 
at frequent intervals is better than water- 
ing—.” ‘There is much truth in that state- 
ment. The thorough, often repeated culti- 
vation, which keeps the top two inches of 
the soil dry and dusty, keeps the ground 
from crusting and baking, but the greatest 


‘yirtue lies in the fact that the soil does 


the rose plants, and very few weeds are a 
thing of beauty that should be fed and 


| 


The summer food that must be supplied 
im order that the rose may grow to its usual 
perfection is of the utmost importance. 
Roses are heavy feeders and if you want to 
err, be certain to err on the heavy side. 
Give them lots of food, applying it at fre- 
quent intervals. There isn’t anything bet- 
ter than well rotted stable manure. As a 
substitute for this, and it is hard to find 
in a city, we would suggest a mixture of 
the commercial sheep manure and bone 
meal. We realize that these are old-fash- 
ioned fertilizers not highly advertised, but 
they are hard to beat. A light application 
of some good high grade commercial ferti- 
lizer about once each month will help tre- 
mendously. This latter is particularly true 
during the heavy blooming season, during 
the early part of the summer. 

The rose is a most unselfish plant and 
might well be an example for all of us. It 
responds to generosity with more generosity. 
It seems that for every blossom that is cut 
from a plant, at least two take that one's 
place. On the other hand, if the roses. are 
not cut as fast as they appear, the plant 
seems to dwarf itself and stop blooming as 
well as growing. 

There is only one thing that should be 
kept in mind when cutting roses. Use a 
knife that is razor-sharp or, better still, use 
a pair of scissors or pruning shears. Cut 
the roses with real loag stems, just as long 
as is possible and still leave two ieaves at 
the base. This cutting, which is so bene- 
ficial, helps te give the plant the proper 
pruning that should be its due all through 
the summer, After a bit of experience at 
this pleasant task of cutting roses, the latest 
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ROSE CULTURE 


amateur will fast learn to shape the plant 
as this pruning is carried on. 

Some of you will want to raise large flow- 
ers and this may be done by “disbudding.” 
This, of course, will ‘decrease the number 
of flowers that will appear on the plant. 
The proper method of disbudding.is to 
pinch off the buds as fast as they appear, 
except for the one or two that you desire 
to allow to bloom. I have never been able 
to do this, but a great many other people 
enjoy the sacrifice of the large number of 
flowers for a few exceptional ones. 

Each year that passes finds the subject 
of bugs an easier one to talk about, for 
each year there are new remedies for our 
old enemies and life becomes shorter and 
shorter for them. \ 

. Old vidsek Milin sehain Wk tone i Vin 
aphis, They have had a wonderful time 
this spring, for ‘they delight in cool, damp 
weather. There are several different kinds 
of aphides, but they confine themselves. to 
two colors, pink and green. They are usual- 
ly first found underneath the leaves, and 
there they sit and suck the life from the 
plants. The first evidence of their visit 
is that the plant seems to droop during 
the middle of the day, the leaves are not 
as green as they should be, and the plant 
looks sickly. These lee repreduce with 
amazing rapidity and soon will cover the 
entire plant if they are not controlled im- 
mediately. 

It is fortunate indeed that these aphides, 
plant lice or green flies, as they are some- 
times called, are easily controlled. There 
are. several methods by which this control 
may be affected. The oldest method, and 
also a most satisfactory one, is by the use 
of nicotine sulphate. The usual strength 
used is a 40 per cent solution, this usually 
travels under the commercial name of Black 
Leaf Forty. This should be diluted a great 
deal, one teaspoonful will make a galion 
of spray. It is a good plan to add about 
one ounce of whale oil, or common laundry 
soap to this mixture. This is done in order 
that the solution will stick to the leaves 
in a better manner. This spraying should 
be carried on with a great deal of thorough-. 
ness, every square inch of the plant should 
be thoroughly soaked. Particular care should 
be taken that the tips of the leaves and 
the buds be thoroughly sprayed. 

Another method, more of a prevention 
than a cure, although this method will 
kill the aphis after a couple of applications, 
is by the use of tobacco. A mulch of to- 
bacco stems’ is placed around the plants, 
this being done usually early in the spring. 
The plants themselves are given a thorough 
dusting with tobacco dust early in the morn-

ing while the dew is still on the plants. 
This, of course, is done that the dust will 
stick on the plants. ‘ 

The third method followed, the latest 
method and probably the most satisfactory 
of the three methods generally followed, is 
by spraying with e« pyrethrum spray. Pyre- 
thrum, like nicotiné sulphate, is a contact 
spray and care should be taken that every 
bit of the plant is thoroughly soaked. A 
great advantage of this pyrethrum spray 
over, the old-fashioned nicotine sulphate 
spray is that pyrethrum is non-poisonous, 
while the black leaf forty is poisonous. One 
teaspoonful will make one gallon of spray 
and it is well to use about one ounce of fish 
oll soap added to each gallon of spray. This 
soap is generally referred to as the spreader 


and is used so that the spray will stick to 


the plant with greater ease and effective- 
ness. May we repeat, for emphasis, that the 
pyrethrum spray is non-poijsonous, so there 
is no danger for the baby, the dog and the 
cat, if this spray is kept around the house.

Mildew is a surface disease and therefore 

easily controlled. The American Rose So- 


ciety highly recommends two methods of , 


control, Fungtrogen and Massey Dust. Pung- 
trogen is the commercial name for ammont« 
cal copper-carbonate solution. This is al« 
ways applied in a liquid spray.. Massey dust 
is sold under a number of commercial 
names, but is composed of nine parts of 
dusting sulphur and one part of arsenate 
of lead. To make this dust even more ef- 


fective, add one part of tobacco dust, there- 


by controlling, through the one dusting, 
mildew rose curculie and aphides. The sul- 
phur will cure the mildew, the arsenate of 
lead, the rose curculio and the powdered 
tobacco, the aphides. 

The black spot is harder to control and 
cure than the mildew, but this may be done 
by starting before the appearance of the 
disease or at the first indication. Black 
spot is hard to control because of the fact 
that it is a bacterial growth within the 
leaf itself. Tht control is simple; clean Up 
all of the dead and fallen leaves and burn 
them. As the leaves become infected, pick 
them from the plant and burn them as well. 
Dust the plant thoroughly with Massey 
Dust once every 10 days. Reniember, black 
spot is difficult to control. Promptness and 
thoroughness are essential. 

I have just read over what has been writ- 
ten and it is certainly very discouraging: 
fertilizers, bugs and diseases. The ‘fTirst 
thing in the morning I intend to pick a 
beautiful rosebud and forget all about the

unpleasant parts of growing roses. ‘As a ” 


parting suggestion, may I ask that you not 
take this too seriously? Roses have been 
blooming beautifully this spring and will 
probably continue to do so throughout the 
summer. Try a bit of prevention in your 
garden of roses and discourage the bugs and 
diseases.

As a political 
exile he went to the dreaded Island of Sag- 
halin, long noted as the worst spot in the 
Russian empire, where the winter was 200 
days long and every sort of criminal congre- 
gated and graft was rampant.

But because Lochwitzky knew several lan- 
guages he was made a teacher in the school, 
an irony of inconsistency, since it was on the 
presumption that he had favored the teach- 
ing of socialism that he was exiled. 

In addition he was made a “doctor.” With- 
out knowledge of medicine he administered 
to the desperate needs of the outlaws. He 
treated broken bones, diseases of all kinds, 
plagues and communicable ones.

His natural love of learning and a keen 
ability to understand those with whom he 
was in contact made it possible for him: to 
obtain an appointment, after four years, to 
Viadivostock, Siberia. On a parole, he be- 
came associated with the United States con- 
sul and secured a position as secretary of a 
wiring oemre nw, Fhe Ruitich ‘con he as me 


friendly and offered him a secretaryship. In 
this work he often acted as vice-consul’ and 
liaison officer. 

But while fortune seemed to be smiling, his 
luck again changed.
